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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons 
for allowance. The present application relates an exposing apparatus and an exposing 
method for a microlens array used in a liquid crystal panel and the like. More 
specifically, independent claim 1 discloses an novel exposing apparatus for a microlens 
array having a unique optical structure comprising in sequential, inter alia, a secondary 
point light source generating section for converting a light beam from a light source into 
secondary point light sources, a luminance adjustment section for receiving light of each 
secondary point light source and adjusting luminance of the light, and a parallel light 
beam generating section for converting the light with adjusted luminance into a parallel 
light beam, taken together in a novel combination that further includes guiding the 
parallel light beam, via a first microlens array which is formed in advance, to a 
photosensitive resin layer to be a second microlens array. Independent claim 27 is 
directed to an exposing method for a microlens array, which includes the novel 
limitations as described above. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner 
that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper.
